Sonie 
arsenicals cannot be mixed with lime- 
sulphur. Paris greeh, long the most 
popular bug exterminator, and still 
extensively used where quick results 
are desired, will destroy fully 35 per 
cent. of the efficlency of the lime- 
sulphur wash if mixed with it, and, 
what is far worse, this mixture will 
badly damage leaves and other ten- 
der parts of plants. It follows, there- 
fore, ‘that Paris green, though a 
‘ powerful poison insecticide, cannot 
be used along with lime sulphur wash 
as a combined spray. On the other 
hand arsenate of lead has given de- 
cided satisfaction in this respect and 
it is quite probable that the newer 
‘arsenical, calcium arsenate, is also 
suitable to combine with lme- 
sulphur. 

But the chief purpose of this arti- 
cle is to draw attention to the 
hitherto little recognized et in 
connection with the use of arsenate 
of lead along with lime-sulphur that 
, there are two kinds of arsenate of 
lead, chemically, one of, which is 
more fitted for combining with lime- 
sulphur than is the other. Acid ar- 
senate of lead destroys nearly 30 per 
cent. of the efficiency of the lime- 
sulphur, whereas neutral araenate of 
lead, the other kind, only destroys 9 
per cent. In other respects, these two 
‘forms of the lead arsenate’ are 
equally useful to combine with lime- 
sulphur solution to get a dual pur- 
pose spray. If, however, when using 
the acid arsenate of lead, 34% pounds 
of finely sifted, and fresh hydrated 
‘lime be mixed into the lime-sulphur

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Frosty Facts. ' @ 


It is the summer that makes the 
winter, and is responsible for frosts. 
A cold, wet, almost sunless summer, 
such as the last, means that the earth 
has not been able to absorb and 
store sufficient heat to radiate out 
during the winter and warm the air. 

Cold masses of air descend, meet 
with no resistance, and this, combin- 
ed with northeasterly winds, and the 
different angle at which the sun’s 
rays strike the earth, produce a low 
temperature. 

The rubbing with snow of frost- 
bitten persons has puzzled many. It 
is not because snow is soft, and af- 
fords & d and handy material for 
friction, but because there is much 
latent heat in snew — held between 
the particles.

The Days of the British Columbia 
Gold-seckers Recalled by Recent 
Prosiac Deal — Many Men Gave 
Thelr Lives the Adventurous 
Search After the Wealth That Lay 
Hidden In the Far North. -

mention of the Cariboo Trail. Alas, 
for romance, the old “B.X.” Gom- 
pany, which ran the picturesque 
stage coaches on this British Colum- 
bian highway, has gone out of busi- | 
ness. The last of the famous stage’ 
routes in North America has ‘passed 
into history. The other day {fn pro- 
siac fashion in a Toronto lawyer's 
office, Mr. Charles Millar, barrister, 
on behalf of himself and associated 
owners. signed the papers which ter- 
minate the long career of. the British 
Columbia Express Co. Started sixty 
years ago by John Barnard,} father 
of the present Lieutenant-Governor 
of British Columbia, the “BUX?’ Com- 
pany has ever since those ‘distant 
days carried mail and passengers into 
the wilds of the northern interior. 
Many years ago it came into posses- 
sion of the Toronto owners, but now 
the advent of the railway in the 
mountain fastnesses has killed the 
coach road and the company is sell- 
ing part and removing ‘the rest 0 
its equipment to a new frontier of 
civilization — the distant Mackenzie 
River country, which is now in the 
first throes of an oil boom that bids 
fair to rival the great gold rush of 
1860 which created the Cariboo Trail. 
A mere shell of réck clinging to 
the canyon’s édge, hanging above the 
raging waters of the Fraser, the first 
portion of the Cariboo road winds uD- 
fiverfrom Yale. - No passenger on 
the C.P.RT best has gazed with won- 
der at this dizzy highway and shiver- 
ed at the thought of a stipend wild 
horses navigating 80 precar a, 
route. But this lower section of the 
trail, broken avay in many parts, 
has long since been disused, Back 
in 1868 the discovery of gold in the 
sands of thé lower Fraser caused a 
rush to the west. Scores of men 
went from Ontario, crossing the 
dangerous Indian country of ° the 
American plains, or going via Pan- 
ama. Following the river up the 
gold-seekers far back in the moun- 
tains camé, about 1869, upon a small 
stream known as Williams Creek, 
the richness of whose diggings have 
never been equalled in any gol 
camp. Its gravel yielded as high 
as $1,000 a cubic foot. A tremendous 
rush set in, and the authorities at 
Victoria had a road eonstructed from 
Fort Yale, the head of navigation on 
the Fraser, into the diggings, a dis- 
tance of 400 miles. At the far end of 
the trail lay Barkerville, that mush- 
room mining town which had a 
population of thousands twenty fears 
before the primeval forest was clear- 
ed off the site of Vancouver.

From Soda Creek passengers pro- 
seeded in summer 60 miles upstream 
o Quesnelle. It was slow work in a

At Quesnelle one took stage for 60 
niles farther to Barkerville. Here 
in this ghost mining camp with its 
ieserted houses, creat piles of tail- 
ings, old shafts and workings, the 
seporter met grey beards who had 
scarcely seen the outside world in 
ifty years. These were the once stal- 
wart men who had seen the camp 
n its hey-day and now In the even- 
ing of their lives lived there in 
atraitened circumstances. They lived 
in the past. One veteran took the 
visitor to the desolate piles of gravel 
in the gulch beside the town and 
jointed to the spot where he had 
thousands in dust and 
1uggets. Another showed him the 
yar-room-in the little old hotel where 
in haleyon days a miner on the spree 
had deliberately smashed to frag- 
‘nents a costly mirror by throwing 
$20 gold pieces at it. Another old 
fellow told how the owner Of a claim 
had washed out $30,000 in bullion in 
four hours and then came into town 
ind spent his fortune in three days, 
zambling recklessly and treating all 
and sundry to costly wines, Yet an- 
sther showed the newcomer where 
they had once held hose races on 
the main street, with the church as a 
winning post. Up in a forlorn little 
semetery the visitor saw the grave of 
the camp’s most famous son, Cariboo 
Cameron, who enriched his relatives 
in Ontario and died a poor man. The 
graves of other pioneers lay around 
him. 

A few Chinamen lived*at Barker- 
ville then—still do probably—and a 
few white men doing a bit of placer 
mining, perhaps a hundred people 
in all. But its glory has long de- 
oarted. What with the reminiscences 
of the veterans, the chill of the high 
snow mountains above the valley, 
and the utter loneliness and aban- 
jJonment of the place, one felt as 
though one were living in a land of 
shadows.

Social and 
noral conventions usuaHy grow up 
ipon the foundation of an important 
ruth, but conventions in art have as 
sften as not been the result of acci- 
ient. The Canadian conception of a 
yicture is entirely different from that 
1eld by a Chinaman merely because 
. different environment shaped our 
aste. It is rather a good thing for 
yur self-complacency to learn that 
he Ghinese theories were in advance 
xf ours. They discovered many cen- 
uries ago that docorativeness was 
me of the highest tests of a painting, 
sut with us the underlining of that 
roneeption of a picture is a sign of 
“modernism.” 

A Canadian’s reply to the question, 
‘What is @ p.ccure?!?? way largely 
riven its shape by certain social and 
religious needs of the Middle Ages. 
Paintings were used in the early days 
xf European culture as a medium for 
tiving instruction. Painters devoted 
themselves almost entirely to the 
presentation of definite scenes, and 
iccuracy was one of their most cher- 
shea conventions. A man does not 
have to be very old to remember 
when even critics tested pictures by 
their scientific exactness. To be as 
ohotographic as possible was the aim 
>f the artist. Conan the trend 
of Anglo-Saxon art for so many 
years, it is not at all surprising that 
the Canadian “man in the street’ 
would select the old-fashioned “‘anec- 
dotal” canvas as an example of his 
idea of a picture. He prefers some- 
thing that conveys to him a clearly 
jefined story. He wants a picture to 
be an illustration. 

When paintings began to be used 
for decoration as well as instruction, 
theories regarding decorativeness in 
pictures naturally started to take 
shape. Is there an artist in Canada 
to-day who does not realize that it 
is the decorative quality of a picture 
which makes the appeal,to the wsthe- 
tie sénse, thus touching the really 
vital things in a man’s nature? In 
the beauty of a picture you feel its 


spiritual side, but mechanical exact- 
ness can seldom be more than scien-

Perfame of Wood. 


The Northwestern Indians nearly 
always made their totem poles out of 
m™ Western red cedar, but this choice 
™ was probably due more to the fact 
that the wood is easy to work and 
extremely durable rather than to its 
fragrance. It may be taken as a very 
good general rule that woods that 
are scented are resistant to decay 
and insect attack, and have good cab- 
inet qualities. 

With the woods of the world to 
choose from one can easily arrange 
a whole scale of scents from the

The manufacture of sugar and 
syrup from the sap of the sugar 
maple is an important farm industry 
hn the Eastern Provinces of Canada, 
and particularly in Quebec. Long 
before the white man settled in the 
country, maple syrup Was known to 
the aborigines and apart from wild 
honey was the only intensely sweet 
product at their command, The 
methods of procuring it were nat ural- 
ly of a very crude description. Mod- 
ern methods have greatly improved 
the product and have led to an ever 
increasing demand. Quebec province 
is the centre of the industry. Of the 
2,000,000 pounds, or thereabouts, 
produced annually in Canada, more 
than two-thirds have to be credited 
to Quebec.

Henry Hudson, but in a postseript to 
his letter he etded that the Bast In- 
gia Company had had an inkling of 
his desires, ad had engaged Hudson 
to make a voyage for them.

Yet on no other malady has s0 
much money been spent in the way 
of research. Heavily endowed Insti- 
tutions for the study of cancer exist 
in various parts of the world. Bril- 
liant men are constantly engaged on 
the problem. But -— unless Dr. 
Glover’s serum refutes the pro- 
nouncement of the Ontario Academy 
of Medicine—practically no progress 
made in the treatment of 


Concerning the nature of the can- 
serous growth doctors are generally 
agreed on one thing. They know that 
certain cells of the human body, 
which are apparently of a normal 
character, and have reviously per- 
formed normal functions, begin to 
grow and multiply in an abnormal 
way in some part of the body. The 
cells continue this process so persist- 
ently that they first invade, then de- 
stroy, the surrounding tissues; noth- 
ing ean withstand their march. 

The problem confronting medicine 
is this: What are these cells, and 
why do they behave in this way? 

Many surmises have’ been made, 
mostly of a very technical nature. 
Some think that the cancer cells 
lack some element of healthy body 
cells which would otherwise restrain 
their growth and prevent them run- 
ning wild. Perhaps the most popular 
theory is that the cells are stimu- 
lated to unlimited growth by a 
parasite, though the observew 
phenomena of cancerous growths 
are not in keeping with those of

The relentlessness of German jus- 
tice when it is a question of naval or 
military integrity was seen in a case 
at Hamburg recently; when a work- 
man nathed Lindinger was sent to 
prison for 18 months for stealing the 
plans of the Goeben before she was 
Dittit-- trying to sell them.

The fact that Lindinger did not 
succeed seemed to count for nothing 
in the eyes of the court. The accused 
was employed in the Bloem and Voss 
works at Hamburg in an humble ¢a- 
pacity, and got into toych with an- 
other employe who had‘obtained the 
plans of the battleships Goeben and 
Moltke, Lindinger took them to Ant- 
werp, and in*a quayside seamen’s 
grogshop tried to dispose of, them.

The Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture gives Western farmers 
the following advice when and how 
to dehorn their commercial cattle: 

“ALL, calves. should be dehorned at 
‘trom, one daf@to twe-weeks old with 
caustic potash. ‘This operation\is 
simple. When the calf is three to 
four days old, clip the hair where 
the rudimentary horns or buttons 
later appear, and,’ with{a stick of 
caustic acid, wrapped at one end to 
protect fingers, rub over the button 
until the skin becames a little, ‘th- 
flamed. A scab will appear in a few 
days and further growth of the 
horn will cease. It is advisable to 
rub oil around the button to prevent 
the caustic acid spreading over too 
large am area, 

“On two-year-olds and over use a 
dehorning. clipper or a saw. Be 
sure*and dehorn close to the skull 
to prevent further growth of the 
horn, as stubs make cattle look stag- 


“When purchasing feeders on the 
dentral market, it will pay you to 
have them dehorned boron leaving 
the yards.”’ 

The circular adds: “Thousands of 
dollars are lost annually by Saskat- 
chewan stock-raisers. alone owing 
to bruised carcasses caused by horn- 
ed cattle. Dehorned cattle in car 
load lots sell from fifty cents to one 
dollar per hundred pounds higher 
than equally good horned cattle.”

|Shade and an Abundance of. 
Water Are Necessary. — 


Trees In the Pasture a Boon—Some 
Cows Drink 20 Gallons of Water | 
a Day at High Milk Flow — Fly | 
Remedies—Lico on Hogs. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of |. 
Agriculture, Toropto.) 


During the extremely hot weather, 
cows and calves frequently suffer, 
sometimes needlessly, from three 
things——effects of high temperature, 
lack of water, and from torthent by 
flies. . 

A great mistake was made in the 
older parts of Ontario when practi- 
cally all phe trees were cut down, 
thus leaving no shade for cattle and 
other live stock. This is being reme- 
died to some extent by the planting 
‘of trees along roadsides, lanes, and 
line fences where the trees will not] ° 
interfere with the crops. But it takes 
a long time for trees to grow into a, 
size which will provide much shade. 

When the late Prof. Brown was in 
charge of the O. A. College farm and 
live stock, he planted small groves of 
trees on various parts of the College 
farm, and no more pleasant sight 
may be seen than that of the College 
herd lying in the shade among these 
trees on a hot day. These groves 
make the fields where located rather 
awkward to work, but the cattle cer- 
tainly enjoy themselves among the 
trees. Ona live stock and dairy farm, 
while it may not be advisable to plant 

trees in the middle of a field, it cer- 
tainly will pay to have them in-as 
many places as possible, where they 
do not interfere with the working of 
the land. They, of course, must be 
protected when young, from injury 
by the stock, but this can be done 
without too much expense. 

In the meantime, on dairy farms 
where no shade is available in the 
regular pasture field, sometimes a 
wood-lot can be utilized for the stock 
during the heat of the day, though 


Nine ARS ET Another plan is to 
keep -gattle in a darkened stable 
for part of th®.day. This means a 
good deal of extra labor cleaning the 
stable, and keeping the cows clean, 
and‘ under present labor conditions 
may not be practicable on many 
farms. However, where there is the 
necessary labor available and parti- 
cularly where cows receiving soil- 
ing or silage feed to supplement the 
pasture, the feeding in the stable may 
well take place during the day, and 
the cows be kept inside while it is 
very. hot. This plan also reduces 
worry from flies, when the windows 
are covered to make the stable dark. 

Cows frequently suffer from lack 
of sufficient water. /As a boy, the 
writer remembers driving cattle to 
“Big Crick’? in Brant County during 
dry spells. The cows were- nearly | 
famished when they reached the 
“Crick’? and would drink until they 
looked like bursting. But, by the 
time they reached home, after walk- 
ing for a mile-and-a-half over a dusty 
road, the cattle were nearly as thirsty 
as ever. 

The only safe source of a sure 
water supply is a deep well, driven 
or bored, and having the water 
pumped by windmill or other gources 
of power, with a storage tank for 
emergencies. There is no part of 
Ontarfo in which an abundance of 
water cannot be obtained, if we go 
deep enough to tap the hidden 
sources of supply. In some districts, 
more particularly in the natural ‘gas 
regions, the water may be salt or | 
sulphur, in which cases, large tanks 
or cisterns for storing rainwater may 
be necessary, but this is unusual, 

No matter how it is obtained, the 
owner of dairy stock, more especially 
of cows milking, must supply a large 
amount of water, else the stock will 
suffer, which means lessened milk 
supply, and small cheques from the 
ereamery, cheesery, condensery, or 
city--dealer. Milk. consists of about 
87% per cent. water, and this water 
must come from the drink and feed 
of the cow. A cow giving 100 Ibs. 
(10 gallons) of milk dairy, will drink 
over 200 lbs: (20 gallons) of water 
in a day. Cows giving less milk will 


drink in proportion. Give the cows 
plenty of water. Young cattle, calves, 


and hogs, also need plenty of clean 
water in hot weather. 

There are several good fly reme- 
dies on the market. Where there is 
not time to make one, the purchase 
of a. patent fly-killer or repellent, is 
advisable. Thes@ are usually applied 
daily, or twice a day with’ a small 
hand sprayer. The expense is not 
great and the freedom from worry 
by both cow and milker is worth the 
money. 

A home-made remedy may consist 
of one-half gallon fish oil, or any old 
grease, one-half pint coal oil, and 
four tablespoonfuls of crude carbolic 
acid, cresol, etc. Mix thoroughly.

If there is no rain it 
will keep the flies off for several 
days. Milkers must be careful not 
to get this on the hands, nor allow 
hairs to drop into the milk pail, as 
it will taint the milk. It is safer to

Lice Add to Cost of Pork Production. 
' According to tests made by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture at Beltsville, Md., lice add a 
cent a pound to the cost of pork pro- 
duction. Two lots of hogs of ten 
each as nearly equal as to the quality 
of the animals as possible were used 
in. the tests. The two lots were man- 
aged and fed In the same way except 
that one lot was treated for the pre- 
vention of lice. In the other the lice 
were allowed to have their way. At 
the end of the fattening period it 
was found that the sogs infested 
with lice cost a cent a pound more 
to fatten than those which were not,
